Tho 
Excrcien-Platz is a large space backed 
by barracks; while in. front, along the 
Btreet, are gymnastic apparatus aud 
simulations of such obstacles as may be 
expected in an enemy's country. 
The 


fundamental 
principle 
of 
German 


drilling is obedience. Orders aro not, 
propounded 
for 
discussion, 
1'rench 


fashion, but are given, and obcdienco 
must follow immediately. 
When this 


principle has been apprehended and ac- 
cepted by a recruit, it is wonderful 
what ho will accomplish, and -wonderful 
are the changes that take place in his 
physical and mental organization. 
Xho 


process of apprehending is tho difficult, 
nnd, to tha outsider, the entertaining, 
part of the system. 


For instance, every recruit must jump 


ovor n good-sized cask, tho cask lying 
on its sido. 
AVhen first put in front of 


tiio cask, ho looks as if ho had been 
nsked to jump over a house.

Exercises at the Park on Satur- 


day Afternoou. 


Orations 1>y Judge J. B. Cas- 


woday, Br. J. B. Whiting 


and Captain Pliny 
Xorcross. 


Tne <«rnu(l Army Services. 


Aftfir tho parade, Saturday, the crowd 


gathered in the oourt house park, there 
to listen to the services in honor of the 
dead hero. 
That inspiring anthem 


"Peace on .Earth," by tne Bower Oity 
band opened the exercises. A quartote 
composed of Mesdames J. W. St John 
and 0. B. Conrad, and Messrs. Wm. Bla- 
don and N. Smith sang with excellent 
effeat the selection sung at Grant's tomb 
in Now YorJt, "Beyond the Smiling and 
tha Weeping," Miss Julie \Vilsbn as ac- 
companist Following this Mayor Wi- 
nuns introduced Judge J. B. Cassoday, ot 
Madison, who spoke us follows: 


When [rreiit deeds are to ba mention- 


ed, apt words are most difficult to Qnd, 
When great sorrow is experienced, the 
heart is most thoroughly subdued. 


To-day, tho younger portion of Atner-' 


.lean citizens, are enquiring of thorn- 
solves: "Whut is the cause o£ this ex- 
tended sorrow? What has induced 
this great personal devotion ? What 
has prompted these lavish expressions 
of sympathy and honor? 
why this 


immense funeral cortege extending 
throughout the Kepublic and in other 
lands i 
Why should this man 
be 


singled out from tho many millions, 
;rad thus crowned with universal hom- 
age?" Theso are the questions on the 
lips oC the young. 
To those more advanced in life, tho 


occasion revives the memory of a thou- 
sand issues, each at tho time porten- 
tous for good or evil. And now, as 
the spirit of tho great hero has crossed 
the silent river, aud dust is returned to 
dust, it is fitting tnat we take a retro- 
spective glance at the events which 
gave him the opportunities for proving 
his heroism and greatness—for these 
qualities existed, though concealed in 
the man, before being called into ac- 
tion. What person whose hair has 
been frosted by the lapse of time, does 
net remember the sad mutterings of 
war along the whole southern sky, 
during the live months immediately 
preceding 
tho 
outbreak? 
During 


these mouths, doliance was constantly 
uttered, states seceded, and a new gov- 
ernment organized within our borders, 
amidst complications which seemed to 
forbid a national protest. 


During those months, the false wero 


clamerou.3 for surrender—the timid 
ready to compromise or divide the lie- 
public for the sake of peace—aud even 
the brave nnd patriotic were filled 
with terrible forebodings on account 
of pending possibilities. Amid scenes 
of that character, there would occa- 
sionally be a voice, louder, lirmer, and 
more inspiring; than the rest, lo the 
effect: ''Stand for the right! Stand for 
your country! 
Trust in God! Do 


your duty, and all will be well!" 


Finally, the red cloud of war How 


athwart the sky, aud the nation was 
confronted with, the terrible altorua- 
tive, that either one-half of the ]'te- 
public must surrender to tho so called 
confederacy, or that bloinl and treas- 
ure must How in largo quantities for 
the preservation of the Union. The 
weak hearted fainted. Tho cownrlly 
emigrated. 
The brava quietly 
out 


with firmness and determination, took 
sides for or against their country. 


Many of ttio more heroic, at once 
voluntarily left the plow in the fur- 
row—the tools in the work-shop—the 
Coods on the counter—tho pen in the 
oflice and hurried away to the post of 
duty. Among the hundreds of thou- 
sands who thus went to the front at 
the lirst call of patriotism, was a sim- 
ple, quiet, modest clerk in a leather 
score of aneiguboriinr city, notwith- 
standing lie had a family on his bands 
with little means of support—but with 
priceless treasures of mind and heart 
not then revealed to his nearest neigh- 
bors. For ten months but little was 
heard of him. Men who had proved 
their capacity for leadership in any 
former war, were either too 9ld for 
active duty, or in sympathy with tlie 
rebels. All wore, therefore, looking 
tor a coming leader, b«t none suspect- 
ed tho Galena clerk. 


Washington 
and 
tho Potomac— 


Kichmond and the James—wore the 
great theatres of action. Time rolled 
on. Expected victories lailed to be 
realized. 
Disappointments 
aud de- 


feats became moro frequent and disas- 
trous. Many brave men lost all hope— 
save in, the God of battle—through the 


fry 
of prayer. 
JLiy and by the 


L.uidii)i clerk was given a command 
and allowed to venture out in the dead 
of winter. Ho 
boldly 
struck 
the 


rebels in their fortifications, and in 
quick 
succession forts Heury and 


Donaldson 
surrendered with many 
thousands 
of prisoners. The news 


came like claps of thunder from a clour 
sky. 
The people of the west began to 


feel they had at Inst found the corning 
leader. But his capacity for command- 
ing a largo army, or several armies in 
combination, was not vet demonstrat- 
ed, aud by many denied. Then fullow- 


. ed the great battle of Shiloh against 


one of tho ablest and most skillful 
leaders of the enemy, and although 
victorious, yet the price paid left the 
question ot his capacity for great deeds 
still debatable, But tho campaigns 
that followed in the face of cruel criti- 
cisms, especially that of Vicksburg 
and Chattanoga, settled the question 
in tho west, and with many in the east. 
Finally, called by Congress and the 
President to take command of all the 
Union armies, he moved forward with 
a simplicity of manner, a singleness of 
purpose, and a firmness of tread, indi- 
cative of a'clear perception of what 
ought to be done, and a conscious 
ability to do it. This purpose was pur- 
sued with, an unyielding pertinacity to 
the very eno, .With an abiding] confi- 
dence in'.the rank and file of his army 
and an unselfish generosity toward all 
his subordinates, he moved forward 
like one born to conquer, and by con- 
tinually pressing the enemy along all 
the lines and in every quarter, he was 
within a year, enabled to force a, com- 
plete" surrender on his own terms. 
Having lestored peace to his shattered 
country, ho returned to Washington 
and his home, not as «n ambitious 
conqueror, anxious for the applause of 
men and exaltation at thelhands of his 
countrymen, fully satisfied -with hav- 
ing- performed the duties, which, under 
an overruling Providence, he had been 
called upon to do. 


The same singleness of purpose and 


unyielding pertinacity which crowned 
his military efforts with glory and 
honor, marked his career as a civil 
magistrate. But twenty :years have 
elapsed, since peace was restored and 


the admiration of all his countrymen, 
and tho great and good throughout the 
civilized world? 


Without sufficient property to supply 


the ordinary wants of his family, with- 
out any influential friends,except as at- 
tracted by his genius—without any 
special gifts of speech or of language— 
without any of the qualities which the 
world call brilliant—he rose, neverthe^ 
less, in four years from absolute ob- 
scurity, to the very highest pinacle of 
military fame. 


This was not the result of mere luck 


or accident. The numerous victories 
achieved, were never secured by mere 
tenacity of purpose. Tho contest was 
one of brains, as well as valor. With 
a contempt for all protensa or military 
blandishments—with an abhoronce for 
mere newspaper notoriety, evidenced 
by his exclusion from the lines of all 
newspaper 
correspondents—with 
a 


singleness of purpose to capture or 
destroy the enemy in front of him, and 
which was never frustrated, even for 
his .own personal reputation or ad- 
vancement—with a pre-science capable 
of saeiug things in advance in their 
true .relations—with an accuracy of 
reason and a largeness of comprehen- 
sion, seldom present in the midst of 
great excitement—with a cool delibera- 
tion, incapable of being disturbed by 
the severest shock of battle—with the 
capacity for adapting adequate means 
to appropriate ends—with a decision of 
character aud a fearlessness in taldug 
upon Ihimself grave responsibilities, 
seldom equalled—with 
a 
reticence 


which never in advance, revealed his 
plan of battle—with a confidence in the 
wisdom of his own conclusions which 
at times was perfectly sublime—with 
an unyielding persistency in carrying 
all his plans into complete execution 
—he was, from the very nature of 
things, almost irresistablo in every 
battle in which 
he was 
engaged 


—willi an individuality 
distinctly 


marked—with a make up and methods 
peculiarly his own—with a character 
unique and incomparable—he seems to 
have 
been created and 
especially 


trained by Almighty God for the great 
deeds which ho did," and for tho doing 
of which his nanio will go forward 
with Lincoln's and Washington's to 
the remotest generation. But wo are 
not to blindly worship General Grant, 
nor any human being. He had faults 
which were radical. 
In some direc- 


tions,ho transcended in'groatness any of 
his countrymen—living or dead. 
In 


other directions he was suroassed by 
many. On his rflturn from" his trip 
around the world, had he gone into 
absolute retirement from all nuuiness 
and politics, his life work, would, un- 
doubtedly, have been far more satist'ac- 
torr to himself, and, if possible, moro 
highly appreciated by his countrymen. 
The great mistakes of his life, consisted 
in blindly trusting, 
occasionly, in 


some, unworthy of becoming his asso- 
ciates, and who, when fully revealed, 
wore found to be scoundrels in the 
disguise of friends—feeding upon his 
credulity and fattening upon his great 
reputation. But notwithstanding this 
weakness, tho verdict is unanimous. 
He was absolutely without duplicity 
or guile—thoroughly sincere—strictly 
honest—uncommonly generous 
and 


grandly maguiinimous. Prom all this, 
wo may loarn, that above every citizen 
—above the wisest magistrate—above 
tho greatest hero—above the grandest 
potentate on earth—there is one ever 
living and true G_od, presiding over 
tho destinies of nations and peoples— 
creating by his liat-.-shaping with his 
hand—guiding 
with 
his 
finger- 


chastening through sorrow and afllic- 
tion—nurturing by his care—winning 
by his love—saving by his grace. 
Humbly submitting to his eternal laws 
—reverently seeking guidance from 
his everlasting 
wisdom—let us as a 


common brother-hood, seek, by doing 
his will, to finally become citizens of 
his kingdom—the future republic of 
the soul.

The war was 
over. |Hjs great public burdens had 
been laid down, and he was apparently 
relieved from care; and yefc he s;emed 
to recoil within himself, and his face gave 
no token of what was passing within. 
That sad Eace will never be effaced from 
the memory of the comrades who knew 
him in the war. 


Comrades, Citizens.—It is not alone 


the people for whom he won bock tho 
union of states who are-to-day doing 
him honor. All nations are uncovering 
thoir heads in honor .of the illustrtrious 
dead. Occident and Orient, the fervid 
south and the frigid nortti, clasp hands 
in loving circle around the open grave 
that to-day is receiving tho mortal part 
of tho foremost man of all tho world. If 
he was heroic in tho field, how trafls- 
cendently BO was he daring his struggles 
with his last enemy, to whom he knew 
he must surrender. Living-, for montfcp, 
in the consciousness of impending suf- 
focation, the power of speech destroyed, 
the process of taking tlie food necessary 
for the nourishment of tho wasting body 
too painful to be endured; yet DO mur- 
mur escaped him, as tbo weary dnya wore 
on, till he oearod tho close, when he 
wrote: "With no prospect o.' betterment, 
IJprofer to go." 
Henceforth tho little

were fully matured. 


Count Caulmoourt, in his "Camp and 


Court of Napoleon," relates that, on a 
certain occasion, one of his marshals veil- 
turod to suggest that he did not view the 
situation as his chief did. 
Napoleon 


simply said, "Do you see yonder star just 
oomiug iuto view above- the horizon ?" 
And wtieu answered m tbe negative tho 
omperor said, "J rfo, and am I to believe 
it is not there bacause you cannot see 
it?" 


General Grant, too, thought out and 


fought outhis own campaign and battle;

Iti your daily issue ot the third inst. 


you referred to some remarka that I 
wade at the meeting of the school board. 
In rep'.y will say that our high school 
does not stand as high as other hijth 
schools in the state. This fact all.kno-w 
or ought to know; and as -we biro teach, 
ers tnoogh and pay wages enough, too, I 
think it :a the duty of tho board to get 
teachers that will put our scheols on a 
par with other schools in the state, and 
hava boys interested, if possible, to they 
will graduate as well an gi.-ls. 
For the 


past few years but 
very few boys 


have graduated, I believe it ia about 
sixteen girls to one boy. This being the 
fuct, is why I said we ought !to make our 
school something beside a ladies' sem- 
inary. 


In reply to 'lha antagonism of the 


board made reference to in voor paper 
occasionally, I will fay, tho principal 
points o! disagreement -were in reference 
to rules governing the recesses," and 
noonings. Tho examination of teacliers, 
and tbo necessity ot holding a teachers' 
irstilata once ayear. It was the opin- 
ion of a majority of tho board that it was 
best to have a rocess ia the forenoon and 
afternoon, too, ani to havo at Jeast one 
hour's nooning. 


The principal and a port of the mem- 


bers of tho board thought that a short 
Loaning and no recess in tne afternoon 
better, vhioh had been the practice for 
some yearn, that it was not necessary to 
subject old teachers to examination, and 
that it was asking top much of tha teach- 
ers to attend an institute one weei in a 
year, 


In regard to the recess and nooning. I 


will leave that for your own considera- 
tion, whether we wore right or wrong, 
and in regard to the examination of 
teachers, the city charter makes it obli- 
gatoiy on the board of education, whbh 
is right, as no tax would be legal if we 
employed 
teachers 
unqualifies, • and 


who 
did not hold a 
certificate in 


forca -while teaching. I hold that teach- 
ers institutes are) the erei»t sorce by 
which teachers'can gat hot -new 'flpaa and 
keep well up with the tm.eB in their pro- 
feseion, and I think JanesvilB M the 
only place in this part of the state that 
does not have them. I will also say that 
my opinion is that to bring our schools 
to the maximum point wo mwt havo one 
of the best of principals, (which I hope 
and expect we have engaged,) and three 
or four good men teachers beside. To 
have our schools as good as any in tho 
state is my utmost desire.
